Amsterdam, Oct. ll.—The diamond 
merchants of this cUy are in a panic 
over the proposed 20 per cent Import 
duty on diamonds in the new' Ameri­ 
can tariff. 
The honest merchants 
affirm that they will no longer be 
able to sell to American dealers for 
the reason that unscrupulous houses 
will offer diamonds on the American 
market which have been smuggled. 
The 20 per cent difference in the 
price of the smuggled and the un­ 
smuggled diamond will, it is averred, 
allow the dishonest houses to pay 
their agents well for smuggling and 
yet take a large profit. 
The result from the American cus­ 
toms standpoint will, it is believed, 
show’ that the net revenue following 
the passage of the bill will be less 
than it was before under the IO per 
cent rate.

It is estimated here, 
40.000 diamond cutters in the world, 
and one-fourth of these cut diamonds 
are for the American market. But orly

Another patient, a woman suffer­ 
ing from a large abdominal cancer, is 
still tinder treatment, but has also 
improved wonderfully.

in the tumor and left for twenty-four 
hours. 
In tw’elve days the woman 
had gained twenty-three pounds and 
the cancer had shrunk to half its for­ 
mer size. 


The third patient, a man suffering 
from

back of the 
tongue, was similarly 
treated 
and 
three weeks later no signs of the 
growth could be observed and the 
man was discharged apparently cured 
except for the presence of two or 
three 
secondarily 
involved 
glands j 
about the collar hone. 


A great drawback to the work is 
the lack of radium, of which the hos­ 
pital has but 144 milligrams.

Slow* to take up the aeroplane and 
airship as a weapon of defense and 
offense, the British admiralty is now 
making up for lost time.

After an examination

X-rays 
and otherwise of the hearts of 250 
athletes and 300 students Dev. Bender, 
of Budapest, w’ould discard, the term, 
“sport heart,’’ as used on the conti­ 
nent for cardiac dilation in athletes. 
His 
examinations 
were 
confined 
chiefly to defining the outlines of the 
heart. 
He found th at of those per­ 
sons who had been taking part in 
athletic sports and active bodily exer­ 
cise for a year or tw’o th e majority 
manifested some dilation of the heart, 
which, however, 'did not at all inter­ 
fere with their health. 
Hie was in­ 
clined to regard such 'dilation as a 
semi-physiological 
condition 
with 
those who are habituated to athletic 
sports and exercises. 
His conclusion 
is that such exercises, even: when de­ 
cidedly energetic, are not injurious 
because the vascular system and the 


cardiac action gradually adapt them -1 
selves to the slight dilation. 
Neither does arterio-sclerosis occur 
in a greater percentage in athletes 
than among other persons. Of course 
the conclusions apply to normal and 
healthy subjects and not to those 
who are addicted to any excess or 
overindulgence in alcohol or tobacco.
